while the train was in motion, stru ck 
me upon the head with the pistol and 
tried to th ro w me overboard while th e 
train was 
running thirty

The train soon stopped, and I 
was capture d and put off at A rm strong 
and brought from there the next m o r n ­ 
ing to Glasgow, and from there to this 
place. 
I got about $1,500 and about 
eight or ten watches from the p a sse n ­ 
gers on the train. 
I did not w an t this 
jewelry, but they forced me to ta k e it.” 1 
Conductor Hevwood says that the 
robber snapped his revolver at him 
and that probably ti e only tiling that 
saved his ’;fe was that the h a m m e r 
descended on his thumb.
